Union Votes 600 to 550 t6 Turn Off

BERLIN, Feb. 25.—‘Beer strik- 
ers” today said that 12,0¢0 Berlin 
saloons had answered their call to 
refuse to sel] beer until the Govern- 
ment price czar, Carl Goerdeler, 
lowers the tax and prices of Ger- 
many’s favorite beverage. 

Berlin saloons began taking up 
the “strike’’ about a week ago after 
many other cities throughout the 
country had begun to feel the pinch 
of anti-beer tax campaigns.

OUTLAWING OF ‘YELLOW 006’ 
CONTRACTS CALLED ILLEGAL 


Senator Hebert Offers Substitute 
Measure to Norris’ Anti- 
Injunction Bill.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Legis- 
lation to outlaw “yellow dog’’ con- 
tracts was said to be unconstitu- 
tional in the Senate today by Sen- 
ator Hebert (Rep.), Rhode Island, 
in offering a substitute for the Nor- 
ris anti-injunction bill. 

Hebert agreed with proponents 
of the Norris bill that abuses have 
resulted from the issuance of in- 
junctions in labor disputes, but con- 
tended some provisions of the 
measure ‘would not stand the test 
of constitutionality. 

He offered on behalf of a minor- 
ity of the Judiciary Committee a 
bill containing as a substitute to 
the Norris clause, outlawing con- 
tracts under which employes must 
agree not to join labor unions, a 
proposal that merely would prevent 
issuance of injunctions in labor dis- 
putes wherever these ‘‘yellow dog” 
contracts were in effect.

Necessary to Raise $800,- 
000,000 by Excise, 
Double Amount That 
Treasury Estimated.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—Speak- 


er Garnér today forecast that the 
new tax bill would contain a levy 
on manufactures’ sales and would 
be completed within a week or 10 
days. 

. The Texas Democrat said the 
Ways and Means Committee had 
gone over the sources of revenue 
“with a fine-tooth comb” and found 
that “the only place to get the 
money is through a manufactures’ 
Sales tax.” 


Instead of $400,900,000 needed to 


be raised through excise taxes as 
proposed by the Treasury, he ex- 
plained, it was found $8§00,000,000 
was needed. Secretary Mills has 
estimated that about $1,241,000,000 
must be raised to balance the 19338 
budget. 

The committee has decided on 
increases in income and other taxes 
to produce about $450,000,000. | 

Garner said he thought the Ways 
and Means Committee Was “pretty 
well convinced” that the sales tax 
was the best method of raising the 
needed funds. 

Garner's statement was oie 
soon after Representative Snell of 
New York, the Republican leader, 
had said that, when the new tax 
bill was drafted, the cost of main- 
taining “the luxury of modern 
government” would be firmly im- 


pressed on the nation. 


Snell said he would personally 
oppose extraneous projects before 
Congress requiring additional out- 
lays from the depleted Treasury. 

“It is my judgment that Congress 
should spend more time reducing 
Government expenses instead of 
spending so much time trying to 
find new sources of revenue,” he 
declared. “In order to get money 
enough to balance the budget and 
operate the Government on a sound 
financial basis, every man and 
practically every ‘known product 
will have to be taxed.” 

The Ways and Means Committee 
decided against the proposed re- 
peal of foreign tax credits, which 
it was estimated would produce 
about $35,000,000. It decided that 
such a move would have a harm- 
ful effect on American export 
business. This was the second of 
three administrative policies to be 
disposed of. 

The committee decided, however, 
to modify the foreign tax credit 
iaw to force American plants with 
subsidiaries abroad to pay the full 
income corporation tax of 12 per 
cent. This is expected to bring 
in about $6,000,000, according to 
a Treasury estimate.

base in Hongkew Park this morn-

Smoke and flames rose from the 
ruins of Chapei as the Japanese an- 
swered the Chinese fire. 

The fighting appeared to have 
shifted largely from the Kiangwan 
sector, where the Japanese made 
considerable advances Thursday, 
but lost almost all they had gained 
when the Citinesé; apparently rein- 
forced by men from Chiang Kali« 
shek’'s Eighty-eighth Division, 
launched a counter-attack. A, 
strong wind carried to Shanghai 
the sound of machine-gun and rifle 
fire at interyals on the Kiangwan 
front. The Chinese there were 
still hanging on. 

Had Gaineu 600 Yards, 

The ground which the Japanese 
managed to hold brought the west- 
ern bulge of the right flank to @ 
point due north of the western tip 
of Kiangwan. Before they called 
a halt for the day in Thursday's 
fighting the Japanese had gained 
about 600 yards along the central 
and south sectors. To the north, 
near Woosung Creek, the Chinese 
fought on even terms. 

Despite the fact that they then 
lost most of the day's gain in the 
night Chinese counter-attack, the 
Japanese high command described 
the day’s advance as a “substantial 
victory.” At the Chinese head- 
quarters there was jubilation over 
the resistance of the Kiangwanh 
troops. 

This morning the Japanese were 
throwing more men and sending 
heavier guns into the area north 
of Kiangwan. Practically all the 
artiNery and tanks which had been 
concentrated at the Kiangwan race- 
course were moved iftto the north- 
ern sector. 

The Japanese communique placed 
Thursday's casualties at 80 killed 
or wounded. and said the Chihuwse 
losses probably would run between 
300 and 400. The Japanese took 
15 prisoners.

CONFEREES NEAR AGREEMENT 
ON NORRIS ‘LAME DUCK’ BILL

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Senate 
and House conferees neared an 
agreement today on the terms of 
the Norris constitutional’ amend- 
ment eliminating “lame duck” ses- 
sions of Congress and providing 
new inauguration dates, ° 

A compromise was reached pro- 
viding that Congress meet on Jan. 
8 and that the President and Vice 
President take office on Jan. 20. 

It was also agreed that author- 
ity be given Congress to enact a 
law prescribing the manner of se- 
lection of a President in the event 
a President-elect dies before as- 
suming office.

LACLEDE GAS C0. 


Be Taken. . 


City Counselor Muench, in an 
opinion rendered to the Board of 
Aldermen today, held that the City 
of St. Louis has the power to con- 
demn for its own use the property 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
cluding the gas company’s fran- 
chise. 

The opinion was requested by 
the Board of Aldermen Sept. 25 
last, on the motion of Alderman 
Wimer, who complained that the 
Laclede company was not co-op- 
erating with the city and its busi- 
ness interests to bring natural gas 
into St. Louis, and that the city’s 
industrial growth was being retard- 
ed by this attitude. The Laclede 
company has since announced a 
plan for selling a mixture of artt- 
ficial and natural gas. 

Wimer’s resolution inquired as to 
the city’s power to condemn the 
physical property and franchise of 
the gas company, also whether the 
city, under its constitutional limita. 
tions, could raise money to pay for 
the iproperty if so condemned, and 
whether the city’s general credit 
would ‘be pledged in such a trans- 
action. 

Opinion on Bond Issue. 

The City Counselor, in reply, 
stated that the State Constitution 
gives the city power to acquire any 
utility by issuance of special utili- 
ties bonds, not included in its gen- 


‘eral limit of bonded indebtedness, 


and that the principal of such 
bonds would not be an obligation 
against city funds raised by taxa- 
tion. 

The City Counselor, in his letter 
to the ‘aldermen, said the work of 
preparing the opinion was done by 
G, William Senn, chief condemna- 
tion counsel for the city, Coun- 
selor Muench indorses Senn’é con- 
clusions, 

In the opinion, Article I, Section 
1, of the City Charter, is quoted, 
stating that the city has power “to 
condemn private property, real or 
personal, or any easement or use 
therein, for public use within or 
without the city or State.” It has 
power also “‘to/ acquire, construct, 
own, Operate and maintain or sell, 
lease, mortgage, pledge or other- 
wise dispose of public utilities or 
any estate or interest therein, or 
any other utility of service to the

Power of Operation. 
Article XIII, section 10, of the 
Charter, is also cited, recognizing 
the city’s ‘right to operate its own 
‘Fhe Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities,” this section states, 
“Shall have general supervision over 
the maintenance of all public util- 
ities owned or operated by the city.’ 
The financial provisions of Ar- 
ticle X, section 12, of the Consti- 
tution of Missouri, are then quoted. 
A paragraph of this ::ction says: 
“Any city which now has or may 
hereafter attain a population of 75,- 
000 or more may acquire by 
purchase, condemnation or con- 
struction, waterworks, gas works, 
electric light works, street rail- 
Ways, telegraph an dtelephone sys- 
tems, heating plants, ice or refrig- 
eration plants, or any other plant, 
system of public service institution 
within or outside the limits of such 
city, for the use of the city or its 
citizens, 

Relation to Taxation. 

“And for the purpose of paying 
therefor, in whole or in part, the 
city may issue public utilities 
bonds, which bonds shall not be in- 
cluded in the liabilities or indebted- 
ness of the city limited by the prior 
provisions of this section: but the 
total amount of such public utill- 
ties bonds to be issued by such city 
shall not exceed 20 per cent of the | 


| value of the taxable property in 


said city, to be ascertained as be- 
fore specified. 

“The principal of said public util- 
ities bonds shall not constitute an 
Obligation of the city enforceable 
out of the funds’ raised by taxa- 
tion.’’ 

“It is clear, therefore,” the City 
Counselor’s opinion says, “that un- 
der the law as set out, as well as 
under specific provisions of the 
State Constitution and City Char- 
ter, the city has the right to con- 
demn the property of the Laclede 
‘Gas Light Co. or of any’ other util- 
ity located in the city of St. Louis.”’ 

Power of Condemnation, 

This power, the opinion proceeds 
to state, includes the power to 
condemn the franchise of the util- 
ity. 

“The franchise of a utility,”” the 

opionion states, ‘‘just as the prop- 
erty of the utility which makes the 
franchise available, is subject to 
the sovereign power of eminent 
domain.” Several court decisions 
are quoted in this connection. 
“The fact that the franchise con- 
fers‘exclusive privileges and rights,”’ 
the City Counselor says, “does not 
change its character, but goes only 
to affect its value, without limita- 
tion of the power of the sovereign 
to appropriate it. 

“From the viewpoint that the 
franchise constttutes a contract 
binding on the state, which on con- 
stitufional principles may not be 
impaired by the state, it yet re- 
inains equally true that, recognizing 
the contract and the rights there- 
under, the sovereign may neverthe- 
less make compensation accordingly 
and appropriate a franchise. This 
is the position and the language 
of authorities.” Several citations 
heré follow.

OF $483 IN GARAGE 


AT REAR OF STOKE 


Three Druggists Are Held 
Up During the Night, 
With a Total Loot of 
$185.50. 


Edward Reis, grocer at 1457 
South Second street, was robbed of 
$483 about noon today by two 
armed men who held him up in a 
garage at the rear of his store. 
Reis told police he had drawn the 
money from the Lafayette South 
Side Bank and Trust Co, a few 
minutes before to cash pay checks 
for customers.

Bridge avenue, Thomas Rosenthal, 
a druggist of 1408 North Grand 
boulevard, was held up by two 
men, one of them armed, who or- 
dered him into the middle of the 
street near 3637 Palm street and 


took $38.50 from him. 
The drug store.of Max Mansfield, 


2734 McNair avenue, was robbed of | 


$75 by three men, one of them 
armed, who first held up William 
Meyer, a soda clerk, taking $15 
from a cash register, and then 
went behind the prescription coun- 
ter to rob Mansfield of $60.

GENEVA ADOPTS BRITISH 
BASIS OF DISARMAMENT 


Accepts Draft Convention Which Tends to 


* Stabilize Present Military . 
Establishments. 


By the Associat , 
GENEVA. feb. 25.2The British 


resolution to make the draft ‘con- 
vention of the preliminary disarma- 
ment commission a basis of discus- 
sion for the world disarmament 
conference, was adopted unani- 
mously today by the delegates. 

(The draft convention is the out- 
line of a general disarmament 
treaty drawn up in 1930. It has 
generally been regarded as provid- 
ing in the main for stabilization of 
present armaments.) - 

The vote on the British resolu- 
tion, which was introduced by Sir 
John Simon, was taken after the 
conference had rejected the Soviet 
proposal of total disarmament as 
the framework of the present con- 
ference. 

The great Powers, including the 
United States and France, accepted 
the British plan yesterday, but met 
objection from Mexim  Litvinoff, 
the Soviet delegate. 

Litvinoff made it plain that he 
had no serious desire to put obsta- 
cles in the way f the British reso- 
lution, but insisted that he wanted 
his own plan considered. The con- 
ference deferred tc his wishes and 
agreed to let his scheme come up 
as a substitute. Litvinoff then let 
it be known that if his plan was 
rejected he woule support th draft 
convention idea. 

Andre Tardieu, the new Premier 
of France and head of the French 
delegation, then moved that the 
conference constitute a special p%- 
litical commission to consider the 
proposals on security by France and 
its plan to arm the League of Na- 
tions. 

Foreign Minister Dino Grandi of 
Italy ‘objected to the whole French 
scheme, as did Hugh Gibson, the 
American delegate, except for the 
formation of a political commis- 
sion. 

(This indicated that the genera! 
French framework was suitable to 
the Americans, but not its detailed 
divisions. ) 

The German and Dutch delega- 
tions criticised the French plan, 
and Rumania and Jugo-Slavia 
strongly approved it. 


After a long discussion, the ob-' 


jectors yielded to the French plan 
for a political commission, and the 
conference agreed to accept this 
part of the French proposal. Tar- 
dieu immediately withdrew the re- 
mainder of the French plan, that is. 
the proposals for three commissions 
on effectives, material and expen- 
diture. 

Only Turkey and Russia sup- 
ported the , Soviet proposal. 

“The special interests of the mu- 
nition makers” Litvinoff said, ‘are 
stronger than the pacifist groups.

With his proposal, Litvinoff pre- 
sented the following resolution: 


“Animated by a firm desire for 
effective and solidly organized 
peace, and actuated by a deter- 
mination to create genuine secar‘ty,

“Convinced that the very exist- 
ence of armaments and the ten- 
dency they show constantly to in- 
crease will inevitably lead to armed 
international: conflicts which .ear 
workers from their peaceful occu- 
pations and bring innumerable 
calamities in their train: and 

“Considering that military ex- 
penditure, which imposes an intol- 
erable burden on the masses of the 
people, fosters and enhances the 
economic crisis, with all its ccn- 
sequences; and 

“Noting that the states which it 
represents have renounced war as 
an instrument of national policy; 
and 

“Believing that the only effec- 
tive means of contributing to the 
organization of peace and the es- 
tablishment of security against war 
is a general, complete and rapid 
abolition of all armed forces: set- 
ting out from the principle of 
equality for all: and 

“Convinced that the notion of 
general and complete disarmament 
answers the sincere aspirations of 
the masses toward peace, 

“The conference decides to base 
its work on the principle of gen- 
eral and complete disarmament.”

JUDGE CARDOZO IN 
UNANIMOUS VOTE 


New Yorker Is Approved 
for U. S. Supreme Court 
to Succeed Justice 
Holmes, Resigned.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The 
Senate gavé unanimous approval 
yesterday to the nomination of 
Judge Benjamin N. Cardozo of 
New York as Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court to succeed 
Olive Wendell Holmes, resigned. 
It took only 10 seconds at the 
close of yesterday’s session to ratify 
the nomination. 

Judge Cardozo is not expected to 
take his place on the highest 
bench until March 14. He has 
some work ahead of him on the 


which he is Chief Judge, and after 
next- Monday the Supreme Court 
will recess until March, Cardozo, 
61 years old, is a bachelor and a

Throwing aside his habitual re- 
serve, and pounding his desk, he 


spoke in a voice vibrant with emo- | 


tion. He charged his opponents 
with creating dissension at a time 
when Germany was in the midst of 
the most serious foreign negotia- 
tions. 

“Never will I carry on a foreign 
policy of pure prestige.” he shouted 
above the din, “merely to satisfy 
the demands of political agitators 
at home, thereby endangering the 
vital interests of the nation. 

“This policy of ours would com- 
mand a different kind of attention 
abroad if the German people could 
agree at this critical time to forego 
political recriminations at home.” 

The hecklers became increasing- 
ly unruly as Bruening proceeded, 
and the presiding officer had great 
difficulty in assuring him a hear- 
ing. : 

Referring to charges that he had 
alienated American sympathy, 
Bruening asserted that “the Amer- 
ican Government was consulted at 
every step in the reparations dis- 
cussions.”’ 

At the Geneva disarmament con- 
ference the German delegation rec- 
ognized the preliminary convention 
merely as a framework, he said. 
As for the conflict in the Far East, 
Germany was anxious to help re- 
store peace, but its position is dif- 


ferent from that of most Powers | 


as Germany has no extra-territorial 
interests in China. 

He closed with this tribute to 
President von Hindenburg: “If in 
these difficult times I was able to 
renew my hope again and again it 
was because I was privileged to 
serve a man like him. Anybody 
who ever has had the good fortune 
to serve this man will understand 
why I am making every effort to 
see to it that he continues to guide 
Germany’s destiny.”

Their chief value to the militarists is to 
create military-mindedness through edu- 
eation and propaganda and to give em- 
ployment to a large number of army 
men. In 1930, the C. M. T. C. enrolled

604. 

In view of the enormous deficit which 
eur Government faces, congressional 
leaders have proposed that the C. M, T. C.

It is absurd to try to perpetuate an 
obsolete transportation system when we 
have progressed into the motor age. 
Busses need no fixed tracks. They are 
mobile and can easily be diverted from 
@ fixed route. Modern transportation 
requires clear ~-readwazys. Street car 
tracks and safety zones in the middle of 
roadways are traffic hazards and delay 
rather than expedite rapid transit. Why 
should St Louis buy street car equip- 
ment from the street car company? St. 
Leuis will progress with modern bus 
transportation. It can easily acquire the 
mecessary funds through a bond issue 
or from its taxation to purchase its own 
busses, and thereby will not be burdened 
by paying for old and worn-out equip- 
ment.

The House, pursuing the Government’s economy 
program, has stricken $475,000 from the recommend- 
ed appropriation for the new Federal Hospital for 
Defective Delinquents at Springfield, Mo. This | 
amount was to have been used for a building for 
the tubercular. Without entering into a discussion 
of the merits of the committee’s finding that the 
building is not needed, especially in view of the pol- 
icy of retrenchment, we must agree with the conten- 
tion of Representative Johnson (Dem.), Missouri, that 
the Government has broken faith with the people of 
Springfield. As Mr. Johnson pointed out, the Gov- 
ernment represented that it would spend $2,500,000 
in the construction and equipment of this hospital 
if the people of Springfield would donate the site. 
Springfield citizens raised $135,000, purchased the 
Site and gave it to the Government. Now, it would 
seem, Congressman Johnson is justified ir declaring 
that, around Springfield at least, “the confidence of 
the people in the pledged word of the Government 
will be destroyed.”

Prospects at Geneva 


By Walter Lippmann. 


GENEVA, Feb. 24 (by cable). 

T IS unfortunate that this gathering at 

Geneva is populariy known as a disarm- 

ament conference. It is in no sense of 
the term a disarmament conference. It is 
one sceme in one act of that long drama of 
world-wide readjustment which began with 
the armistice and will end, ne man knows 
when, but certainly not for decades to come. 

In a rea! sense, therefore, the conference 
cannot succeed and cannot fail. If it 
achieves the utmost that any informed per- 
son hopes for, the task of establishing order 
amidst this planetary upheaval would have 
progressed only a little. If it breaks up is 
complete disagreement without anything 
whatsoever achieved, the governments 
would within a few months have to resume 
the negotiations which they had broken off. 
For what is being discussed at Geneva is 
not some theoretical project which can be 
dropped and then forgotten, but certain ab- 
solutely inescapable problems arising out 
of the fact that no nation in the world to- 
day hag yet adjusted itself to the conse- 
quences of the war. 

It is therefore necessary to discount two 
schools of commentators who are writing 
about Geneva—those who would test its 
work by the degree to which the conference 
appreaches the idea of total disarmament 
and those whe would test its work by the 
degree to which the conference disposes of 
the deepest isstes which divide Europe. 
These two schools of thought are. as Mr. 
Deeley once said of two presidential candi- 
dates, as far apart as the two poles and as 
much alike. 

The absolutists of disarniament start as 
sentimentalists and must end as cynics. The 
absolutists of the hard-boiled diplomacy 
start as cynics and find it very easy to 
continue. Both are almost certainly wrong 
for opposite but similar reasons: both are 
judging the conference not by what it is 
really doing, but what they subjectively ex- 
pect it te do. Each school in its own way 
approaches the issues like a sick man, who 
goes to his doctor demanding that he pro- 
duce either an elixir of immortality or a 
confession that medicine is a failure. 


There are, it seems to me, two distinct 
proceedings at Geneva. There is a forum 
in which the spokesmen of governments 
have been expressing the hopes and the spe- 
etal.interests ef their prevailing majorities 
at heme. Then there is a complicated diple- 
matic negotiation in progress by which the 

| Powers are attempting to make 
Some advance in the post-war readjustment. 

The public declarations have about been 
concluded. Each delegation has uttered the 
catchwords which are popular at home. 
Each has spoken the words which its native 
Hearsts and Hitlers and Frankiin Bouillens 
and Rothermeres insist on hearing. Each 
has offered to surrender the weapons that 
it does not need, does not have, thet it 
fears most or cannot afford. Each has pro- 
claimed its devotion to peace and its com- 
plete unselfishness.

problems that have leng and will long con- 
tinue to engage the attention of the Powers. 
There are four, perhaps five, chief matters, 
all of which are consequences of the war. 
There is the Franco-German preblem 
which, from the point of view of this confer- 
ence, is specifically the question of whether 
Germany is to attain equality of rights in 
armaments, This problem would be insolu- 
ble if Germany in fact wished to exercise 
the right to arm equally with France. But 
Since it is fairly certain that republican 
Germany does not wish to exercise the right 
and that Hitlerite Germany could not find 
the money to do it, the problem ig probably 
soluble with patience and ingenuity. It is a 
question of finding a formula which satis- 
fies French and German sensibilities with- 
out provoking a race of armaments. A very 
promising formula is under consideration. 


There is the Franco-Italian naval proeb- 
lem, which likewise consists in finding « 
formula which will preserve inequality in 
fact under the principle of equality of 
rights. Here, too. because Italy does not 
intend actually to build as big a navy as the 
French, there is reason to believe that an 
agreementis possible. 

There is the problem eof Franco-British 
relations, which in substance comes down to 
the question whether Britain and France 
can agree on a2 Eurepean policy in regard to 
reparations and frontiers. That problem 
will be solved, if at all, elsewhere than at 
Geneva. 

There is the problem of Ruasia’s political 
relation to Western Europe. This is not for 
the moment urgent and would not become 
#0 unless there were a German revolution. 
For Russia is se deeply absorbed in her 
own affairs that externally she presents no 
serious threat. 

Finally there is the problem of American 
relations to the political organization of Eu- 
repe. There are two specific questions here: 
first, as to whether the United States witli 
or will not establish a2 regular method of 
consultation with Europe in place of the ex- 
isting highly irregular and uncertain meth- 
ods; second, ag to whether the United States 
will make any commitments of any kind as 
te what it will or will not do tn case Eurepe 
= to suppress a war by collective ac-

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MODERN ART EXHIBIT 
~ AT MUSEUM MARCH 7 


Works by Foreign Painters in 
Collection: Assembled by 
Carnegie Institute. 


The foreign section of Carnegie 
Instituvte’s thirtieth annual exhibi- 
tion of modern painting will be 
shown at City Art Museum in For- 
est Park from March 7 to April 18. 
Homer St. Gaudens, director of the 
institute’s department of fine arts, 
will speak on the opening night. 

The exhibition, which returns to 
St. Louis for the first time in three 
years, includes 329 pictures by 157 
European artists, representing 16 
countries. In most instances the 
coliection includes two or three 
paintings of each artist. 

First prize in the exhibition at 
Pittsburg last fall went to Franklin 
C. Watkins, an American artist, for 
his canvas, “Suicide in Costume.” 
This will not’ be. seen in the pres- 
ent exhibition as works of Ameri- 
can artists are excluded. Later in 
the year the museum will have its 
own large exhibition of American 
art. ‘ 

The pictures that won second and 
third prizes at Pittsburg were by 
foreign artists, and these will be in- 
cluded in the exhibition here. Ma- 
rio Sironi of Milan, Italy, took sec- 
ond prize with “Fishermen,” and 
Raoul Dufy of Paris won third with 
“The Avenue,of Bois de Boulogne.” 
Sironi is an ardent Fascist and an 
illustrator for Mussolini’s paper, Il 
Popolo. His work is shown in all 
important Italian museums, 

The works of three distinguished 
artists who died within the last 
year are included. These are Sir 
William Orpen and Walter Greaves 
of England rnd Jean Louis Forain 
of France. 

The institute attempts to set 
forth all aspects of present day 
art 4n the western world. <A par- 
ticular effort was made to obtain 
recent paintings of artists repre- 
sentative of recognized groups in 
their native countries. 

The collection includes 58 paint- 
ings from France: 56 from Great 
Britain; 34 from Italy and Spain; 
33 from Germany; 14 from Poland 
and Russia; 13 from Hungary and 
Austria: 11 from Holland, Belgium 
and Switzerland; 10 from Czecho- 
Slovakia: 9 from Sweden and 8 
from Norway. ;

Dr. Clopton, who is wealthy, ex- 
pressed the hope that Nagel would 
continue to be a leader of the cor- 
poration and its spokesman at 
great assemblies 

Continuing, Dr. Clopton said:

— The 
stock market resisted mild flurries 
of selling today, and while the list 
ruled moderately lower during 
much of the day, short covering in 
the last few minutes brought it 
back virtually to the closing levels 
of the previous session. The closing 
tone was steady. Sales were only 
about 1,100,000 shares. 

Active buying of United A ir- 
craft, which closed a point higher, 
revived the recent gossip in some 
brokerage quarters over “war 
brides,” although recent efforts to 
bid up shares on that basis were 
discredited in most quarters in 
Wall street. U. S. Steel chosed a 
fraction higher, after selling off 
1% temporarily. American Tele- 
phone closed about unchanged, aft- 
er a momentary drop of 2% points. 

Auburn was a weak feature .~ 
the early trading, tumbling to a 
new low for 1932 at 87, but it 
closed at $2, off 6% points, net. 
Standard Brands was sold in some 
volume for a time, and closed off a 
point. Kreuger & Toll and Inter- 
national Match preferred were un- 
der some pressure for time. Radio 
was also sold for a time. but closed 
off only a minor fraction. Union 
Carbide lost a point, reflecting re- 
duction of the annual dividend 
basis to $2 from $2.60. 

Copper metal was again avail- 
able in the domestic market at 6 
cents, off % of a cent. 

Weakness of the Japanese yen 
was a feature of the foreign ex- 
change market, that currency tum- 
bling nearly a cent to 32% cents, as 
Nipponese forces continued to meet 
stubborn resistance at Shanghai.

bition. 

The money market remained 
about stationary, and failed to 
foreshadow any reduction in the 
Federal Reserve Bank’s rediscount 
rate this week. 

That new financing is still dif- 
ficult, however, was apparent in 
Associated Gas’ announcement of 
an offering of medium-term “baby 
bonds’ bearing the high interest 
rate of 8 per cent. 

The background of new develop- 
ments affecting the security mar- 
kets was but moderately changed. 

The weekly Reichsbank state- 
ment revealed a gain in reserve ra- 
tio to 26.9 per cent, against 25.8 
the week before. The Bank of 
England statement attracted par- 
ticular interest because of the re- 
action it might show to England's 
recent discount rate reduction. 
While circulation was moderately 
higher, the bank’s ratio figure 
gained a fractior.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The New 
York Federal Reserve Bank today 
reduced its rediscount rate to 3 per 
cent, from 3%. 

A reduction in the rate had been 
foreshadowed by the action of the 
Bank of England iast -veek in cut- 
ting its rate to 5 from 6 per cent, 
although banking quarters general- 
ly had not expected as prompt an 
action at New York. 

It has been understood in Wall 
street for some time, however, that 
the Federal Reserve Bank was 
planning to reduce its rate, when 
it felt the time advantageous, as 
part-of the program of credit ex- 
pansion, to be facilitated by the 
G!ass-Steagall bill to liberalize Fed- 
eral Reserve practice, and to assist 
in the general reconstruction pro- 
gram, in which the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation is taking a4 
major part. 

From the time of the stock mar- 
ket crash of 1929 until 1931, the 
Federal Reserve Bank reduced its 
rate by successive steps from: 6 per 
eent to 1% per cent, the lowest in 
the history of any leading central 
bank. But monetary conditions 
were altered last autumn, partly 
by the unsettlement of the British 
lapse from the gold standard, and 
the rate’ was put up to 2% and 
then 3% per cent. 

The rediscount rate is the’ rate 
of interest which banks pay the 
Federal Reserve for loans. Lead- 
ing bankers in Wall street have ex- 
pressed the view that the work of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, suppiementing the Na- 
\tional Credit Corporation, would 
reopen the normal channels of 
credit and permit funds to flow 
into industrial and commercial use. 

The Reserve bank’s cheapening 
of the interest rate on advances to 
banks was believed to have been a 
step to encourage this flow of 
funds. 

The other 11 banks of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System are now on a 
3%-per-cent basis, and Wall street 
bankers expected that some of tle 
banks would cut their rates to the 
new level of the New York bank.

Rogers, president of the Elgin, Jo- 
liet & Eastern ; Railway, testifying 
at hearings on the application of

Ohio and the Pennsyivania Rail- 
road to consolidwte Eastern lines 
into four systems, told the Inter. 
state Commerce Commission today 
that his company was opposed to 
anything that would cause it to 
lose its independence.

Joliet & Eastern would be contrary

KING FRIEDRICH AUGUST. 


HE Hapsburg royal family 
TL enmes to exert a fateful influ- 
ence on all the other European 


royal houses with which it came 
into contact. Certainly “the curse 
of the House of Hapsburg” was no 
figment of the imagination to 
Friedrich August, former King of 
Saxony, who died last week at Sy- 
byllemort Castle, near Breslau, for 
it not only caused him ultimately, 
indirectly, to lose his throne, but 
it made a tragedy of his marital 
life, and once turned his people 
against him, even though he was a 
popular monarch. 


The assassination of Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, heir to the Aus- 
trian throne, precipitated the 
World War, and the World War 
caused Friedrich to be dethroned; 
the marriage of Friedrich to Arch- 
duchess Louisa of Tuscany, a Haps- 
burg, was disastrous, and popular 
favor was so strongly for Louisa 
that early in this century the break 
between the royal couple shook the 
Saxon throne. 


Yet the “curse” fell heaviest on 
Louisa, for Friedrich was allowed 
by the republicans to retain vast 
estates, while Louisa lived in exile 
in Brussels, poverty stricken, 
friendless, barred from seeing her

Chief 
among them, according to a bi- 
ography ain by Frau Ida 
Kremer, at one time her per- 
sonal attendant and according 
to Lvuisa a spy, was her ability 
to play the piand with her toes, 
long, flexible members. that 
Louisa guarded from callouses 
and disfigurement with great 
care, because of her pride in 
her great artistic accomplish- 
ment.

She also aspired to be a poet, 
and Frau Kremer relates that 
she was a regular attendant at 
church, where she read devout- 
ly in her prayer book during 
the entire service; she had had 
Goethe’s works bound into the 
prayer book covers. 

Another incident which oc- 
curred after the exile, is related 
by Frau Kremer: Several work- 
men were laying carpets, when 
they unrolled one which was a 
Mohammedan prayer rug. 
Louisa recognized it at ounce, 
and “keeping her blue eyes to 
the east, raised her arms, knelt 
on the carpet, called to Allah, 
and prostrated herself at full 
length, while the workmen guf- 
fawed.”

It may be that what most peo- 
ple consider the mad strain in the 
Hapsburg family was the true 
cause. Louisa, in an autobiography 
written a score Of years ago, ex- 
pressed her belief in that strain, 
blamed it for the troubles of her- 
self and her brother, Archduke 
Leopold, who died recently an out- 
cast, known as Leopold Wolfling. 
In ‘her book she even goes into the 
family genealogy to trace the 
strain. 

Louisa’s viewpoint was that much 
of the unhappiness might have 
been prevented, had Friedrich been 
a stronger character, less dominat- 
ed by his father while Crown 
Prince; by his court counsellors, 
while King. She was truly fond of 
him, she once said, and considered 
that he had a kind and lovable 


character. 
H =: democratic, before and 
after he lost the throne, He 
was witty, coyrageous, and capable 
—but according to Loulea, lacked 
the strength, the perception, to 
protect her from his father’s en- 
mity. The world judged, and de- 
cided Loulsa was mad; the Saxon 
people judged, and apparently 
agreed with Louisa, for once, after 
her exile, she had to be ordered 
from the country to end the pop- 
ular demonstrations in her favor. 

The public was told that Louisa 
eloped with Andre Giron, Belgian 
tutor of her six children, lived with 
him at Geneva, Switzerland, in 
1902, so that Friedrich was forced 
to divorce her. Later Louisa mar- 
ried Enrico Toselli, a rather ob- 
scure Italian pianist, but divorced 
him four years later. Louisa made 
no secret of her marriage to Toselli, 
but denied that she fled with Giron, 
asserting she used him merely to 
compromise herself to make im- 
possible her return to the Saxon 
court. 

Louisa was born at the Austrian 
Imperial Palace at Salzburg, Sept. 
2, 1870, the daughter of Grand 
Duke Ferdinand of Tuscany; Fer- 
dinand, however, had been de- 
posed, and merely claimed the title.

She was one of 12 children: Leo- 
pold Wolfling was her senior by two 
years. 

Even her enemies described her 
as a beautiful, charming woman; 
frequently she was compared to 
Marie Antoinette, who was one of 
her ancestors. She was small, with 
a “feline lissomeness of figure’ and 
weighed 130 pounds when young, 
according to one of her biogra- 
phers. She was very supple, this 
narrator said, adding to the da- 
scription some of the details of her 
youthful eccentricities. 

One of these, the least innocuous 
to our generation, but apparently 
quite culpable in that day, was her 
pleasure in fencing, and a tendency 
to appear in bizarre fencing outfits 
against men.

and went his own way, leaving Lou- 
isa to look after herself. There were 
persistent efforts to get her back 
into Saxony, according to her ac- 
count, and to stop that, she asked 
Giron to join her. According tothe 
Sayon royal family, Giron fled with 
her, and was her lover. Louisa re- 
lates, however, that she merely was 
seen with Giron often enough to 
compromise her. 


Crown Prince Friedrich divorced 
her; a legal divorce, which was 
not recognized by the Vatican (the 
Saxon family was Catholic) and 
left the marital situation rather 
complicated. Two months later 
another child, Anna Monica Pia, 
was born. -#riedrich had obtained 
custody of the other children, and 
he acknowledged Monica as his 
child, and ultimately obtained pos- 
session of her. 

Although Louisa claims Giron 
had no part in her personal life, 
her enemies maintain that they 
lived together until his brutality 
forced her to leave. At any rate, 
Giron later married, and Louisa 
lived at Florence, Italy, until 1907, 
when she met Toselli. 

In 1907 she and Toselli, who was 
23 years old, were married in Lon- 
don, and’*the marriage w.3 recog- 
nized in that country.

a mere trifle, and Louisa was 4al- 
most destitute. All her friends and 
family had completely forsaken her. 

Perhaps one of the hardest blows 
was when her eldest son, Crown 
Prince George, entered the priest- 
hood, and it was announced that 
it was “to expiate the sins of his 
mother,” That was in 1924, aud 
his mother was teaching English 
and German in Brussels.
